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MINUTES 
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NOVEMBER 30, 1859. 



The Conference assembled in the Court-House at nine o’clock, 

A. M., Bishop Early in the chair, and after religious services, con- 
ducted by C. Betts, the roll was called, and one hundred and nine- • 
teen members answered to their names. 

F. A. Mood was re-elected Secretary, and Osgood A. Darby and 
F. Milton Kennedy, Assistants. 

Nine o’clock, a. m,, and one o’clock, p. m., were fixed as the 
hours of meeting and adjourning. 

The usual committees for the session were appointed. 

The Conference continued its session during Thursday, Friday, 
Saturday, Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday following. 

The sessions were daily opened with reading the Scriptures 
and the exercises of a Prayer Meeting. 

After answering the usual Disciplinary Cluestions, and the re- 
ception of the reports from the various literary and benevolent 
institutions connected with the Conference, and the other usual 
business of the Conference had been transacted, the appoint- 
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ments of the preachers for the ensuing year were announced and 
the Conference adjourned with the Benediction from the Bishop.

Question XIV. What Preachers have Died during the past 
year ? 

James L. Belin was born in All Saints’ Parish, South Carolina, 
in 1788. He was admitted, on trial, into the South Carolina Con- 
ference in December, 1811 ; at the close of his second year in the 
traveling connection, he was ordained to the office of Deacon, 
and two years afterwards to that of Elder in the ministry. His 
death, which was the result of a fall from his buggy, took place 
May 19, 1859. 

Brother Belin was a pure-heart-ed, good man, a plain, experi- 
mental preacher, very devotional in spirit, and zealous for the ad- 
vancement of the Redeemer’s kingdom. His charity to the poor 
was a marked feature of his character; and while all must admire 
him and honor his memory for a noble display of this Christian 
virtue, there are many who, as recipients of his favors, will feel 
bound to bless his name as a benefactor. 

It is his memorable distinction to have led the way in preach- 
ing to the blacks. This he did, in 1819, by preaching on the 
Springfield and Brook Green plantations of Mr. Robert Withers and 
Major Ward. In 1836, he and Rev. T. Huggins formed Wacca- 
maw mission, on which he for some time labored, and to the sup- 
port and advancement of which he devoted not only his energies 
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of mind and body, and all his personal influence, but he also con- 
tributed freely of his means while living; and finally, to this 
worthy and long-cherished interest, he bequeathed well-nigh the 
whole of his property. His foot-prints on earth, in the labors and 
sacrifices of half a century, will not soon be effaced, but his re- 
cord, full, true and perpetual, is on high. 

William Jeflferson Jackson was born in Jackson County, Georgia, 
July 20th, 1804. At an early age, he became a resident of York 
District, South Carolina His conversion took place October 5, 
1823. Thus, in the bloom and vigor of youth, he consecrated 
himself to God, and devoted his powers to his service. He was 
licensed to preach in July, 1826; and in January, 1827, was ad- 
mitted, on trial, in the South Carolina Conference. He was suc- 
cessively ordained to the offices of Deacon and Elder in the itine- 
rant ministry; and in the various departments of circuits, stations 
and missions, he was a faithful laborer in the vineyard of the 
Lord. 

As a preacher, he was earnest, practical and useful. Few men 
have enjoyed, to a more unmeasured extent, the confidence and 
affection of the people. Although his doctrinal views were well- 
defined and settled, and his denominational preferences unmista- 
kable and strong, yet his heart was ever so warm, and his deport- 
ment so respectful and kind towards Christians of other names, 
that he was with them, as with his own, an universal favorite. He 
ardently loved little children, and by them, and by all the young 
people of his acquaintance, he was regarded with feelings of 
warmest attachment and most profound veneration. For several 
years, he was, on account of ill health, superannuated; but he 
used his declining strength in doing what he could for the cause 
of Christ. When no longer able to preach, he would lead the de- 
votions of the people in prayer; and when even this was disal- 
lowed, he would still be found in the house of God; and went in 
and out before the congregation as a “ living epistle known and 
read” of them all. He assisted in offering the bread and wine in 
the holy communion, and spoke with rapture of the feast above 
only four days before his death, which occurred August 11th, 
1859. His fatal attack was sudden, and its work was accom- 
plished within a few hours. His sufferings, however, were intense, 
but he endured as seeing Him who is invisible. Just before his 
spirit fled, the announcement of his triumph was: “Glory be to 
God, l am going to heaven.” An “Israelite,” indeed, has fallen, 
“in whom was no guile.” 

Joshua T. DuBose was born in Darlington District, South Caro- 
lina, April I3th, 1822. At the age of eighteen, he embraced 
religion, and in a few years afterwards was licensed to preach. 
He exercised his gifts for five or six years as a worthy and accep- 
table member of the local ranks, when desiring to devote himself 
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exclusively to his holy calling, he made application to the South 
Carolina Conference, and was admitted, on trial, in 1853. For 
the year 1859, he was appointed to Dallas circuit; but the 
Great Head of the Church had for him a better lot in store. It 
pleased God to lay his hand upon him in affliction; and he never 
undertook the work which was assigned him at the last Confe- 
rence. His fatal disease was laryngeal consumption ; and after 
several months of suffering and decline, in his native district, on 
the 25th July, he entered into his rest. He passed through this 
long night of disability and pain, possessing his soul in patience; 
and when the light came to his relief, it was the light of heaven’s 
eternal day. His message from the shore of Jordan was: “Tell 
all the brethren of the Conference, that I preached as long as I 
could, and now, that I can preach no longer, I die at my post. My 
Saviour is an all-sufficient Saviour.” 

And thus a faithful and zealous preacher of righteousness — a 
man who was loved and honored as a holy and laborious work- 
man in the Lord’s vineyard — one whose heart beat to its final 
throb in ardent desire for the salvation of his fellow-creatures, and 
one who had exhausted his strength in striving to win souls to 
Christ; thus he ended his course on earth, and finished the work 
which had been given him to do.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. This Society shall be denominated ‘^The Missionary 
Society of the South Carolina Conference, Auxiliary to the Mis- 
sionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, Soutli.” 

Art. II. The object of this Society shall be to assist the Parent 
Society to extend its Missionary labors in the United States and 
elsewhere. 

Art. III. The business of this Society shall be conducted by a 
President, two Vice-Presidents, a Recording' and Corresponding 
Secretary, Treasurer and nine Managers, who shall be annually 
elected by the Society, all of whom shall be members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South 

Art. IV. At all meetings of the Board of Managers it shall re- 
quire five members to form a quorum. 

Art. V. The Board shall have authority to make By-Laws for 
regulating its own proceedings ; and shall annually submit a 
report of its transactions and funds to the Society ; and shall inform 
the Conference of the state of its funds. 

Art. VI. The Treasurer shall hold the funds of the Society, 
subject to the drafts of the Bishop, in accordance with the Second 
Article of the Constitution. 

Art. VII. Each subscriber paying 00 annually, shall be a 
member of this Society; and the payment of SIO 'shall constitute 
a member for life. 

Art. VIII. The Annual Meeting of this Society shall be held 
some time during the session of the Conference, at the discretion of 
the Board of Managers. 

Art. IX. The President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Trea- 
surer, shall be ex-officio members of the Board of Managers. 

Art. X. At all the meetings of the Society, the President, or in 
his absence, one of the Vice-Presidents, or in the absence of both 
Vice-Presidents, such member as shall be appointed by the 
meeting, shall preside. 

Art. XI. The Minutes of each meeting of the Society shall be 
signed by the President and Recording Secretary. 

Art. XII. The Constitution shall not be altered but by a vote 
of two-thirds of the Annual Conference, at the recommendation of 
the Board of Managers. 
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BY-LAWS. 

I. The Managers shall meet annually, at such places as may 
* be appointed for the Annual Conference, on the day previous to its 

sitting. 

II. At all meetings of the Board, the President, or in his absence, 
the Vice-President, or President pro tern., shall take the chair at 
the hour appointed j shall preserve order, and appoint committees; 
and shall, also, have authority to appoint extra meetings of the 
Board. 

III. The Secretary shall keep a correct journal of the minutes 
and proceedings of the Board, and attend all its sittings when 
practicable ; and, in case of absence, transmit the record of the 
Board to the place of meeting. 

IV. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep a correct 
account of receipts and expenditures, which shall be submitted 
with the necessary vouchers to an auditing committee to be ap- 
pointed by the Board at each annual meeting. 

V. The Board shall hold a meeting on a day not later than the 
seventh of the Conference sessions, at which the Treasurer shall 
be required to furnish a statement of the funds; and the Board 
shall thereupon notify the Presiding Bishop of the amount for 
which drafts may be made the ensuing year. 

The Board of Managers of the Missionary Society of the South 
Carolina Conference, met in the Presbyterian Church, Nov.' 30th, 
1859, in Greenvill-e, S. C. 

Rev. W. A. Gamewell applied for the formation of a mission 
to be called Medium-street, in the City of Columbia, which was 
so recommended. 

Rev. W. A. McSwain applied for the formation of a mission on 
Saluda River, to be called the Saluda River Mission, which was 
so recommended. 

Application was made by the same for the formation of a mis- 
sion to be called Rock Pond Mission, tvhich was so recommended. 

Rev. S. H. Browne applied for the formation of a mission in 
Chesterfield District, to be called Chesterfield Mission, which was 
so recommended. 

Rev. H. A. C. Walker applied for the formation of a mission on 
Broad River, to be called Broad River Mission, which was so 
recommended. 

Rev. W. A. Gamewell applied for a mission in Chester and 
Fairfield Districts, .to be called Sandy River Mission, which was 
so recommended. 

Rev. W. G. Connor was elected to write the missionary report 
for the year 1860. 

On Saturday evening, December 3d, the Anniversary exercises 
of the Society were held in the Court-House. After addresses by 
Prof. James H. Carlisle and Dr. E. H. Myers, a collection was 
taken up — for which see Treasurer’s Report. 
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The Annual Report was read, as follows : 

Another Anniversary of the Missionary Society of the South 
Carolina Conference rekindles the enthusiasm of its members as 
they greet each other after another year of successful toil. Again 
are we met to renew our pledges of fidelity to this sacred cause, 
and to consecrate ourselves afresh, as living sacrifices, upon the 
altar of its service. 

The successes of each added year constitute a new incentive to 
exertion in this holy enterprise, while the delightful recollections 
of each past Anniversary excites the liveliest expectations for 
those which are to come. The pages which record the history of 
our Missionary labors are not darkened by tlie recital of sad dis- 
asters and disappointed hopes, but grow brighter and brighter 
with every advancing line; while the prophetic assurances of 
ultimate and universal triumph, teach us that the closing chapters 
shall be radiant with celestial light and glory. 

The cause of missions is the cause of Christianity. It is part 
and parcel of the great plan of redemption proposed and executed 
by the Saviour of mankind. It is embraced in the broad commis- 
sion, “Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.’’ The true missionary spirit is limited, by no bounds 
but the extent of the human family. It recognizes its obligations 
to all, and, irrespective of condition, preaches to a world of sinners 
salvation by faith in Jesus Christ. 

The field more immediately under the supervision of vthis 
Society (the missions to our slaves), has been productive of in- 
calculable good. For years past the gracious progress in this 
department of Christian labor has been highly encouraging. 

The Board take pleasure in submitting the following abstract 
of the operations of the Society for the past year: 

1. St Andrew's Missioyi was served the past year by Rev. A. 
R. Danner; 14 whites, 184 colored members, 80 on probation; 70 
children under instruction; 1 Sunday-School; 8 scholars; 30 
adults, and 50 colored children baptised. Mission reported in a 
healthy condition. 

2. Blnffton Mission served the present year by Rev. Samuel 
Leard. He reports the Mission in a healthy condition ; 18 plan- 
tations served; 18 white members, 13 on probation; 181 colored 
members, 40 on probation ; 1 Sunday-School ; 1 superintendent ; 5 
teachers; 30 scholars, and 400 colored children under instruction. 

'6* St. George and St. Paul Mission by Rev. A. Nettles; 12 
plantations served ; 131 children under instruction ; 46 white 
members, 13 on probation ; 96 colored members, 95 on probation. 
Mission in a healthy condition. 

4. Ashepoo 3dission was seVved the present year by Rev. W. A. 
Clarke, who reports the Mission not prosperous; 10 plantations 
served ; 143 colored members, 40 on probation, 4 expelled, 12 
adults and 47 children baptised. 

5. Comhahee Mission served the present year by Rev. M. L. 
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Banks and Rev. A. F. Porter, who report the Mission healthy ; 533 
colored members, 33 on probation ; 265 children under instruc- 
tion ; 3 adults and 25 children baptised j J9 plantations served, 

6. Prince TVilliam’s Mission served the present year by the Rev, 
A. P. Avant and Rev, James Davis; 15 plantations served; 8 
preaching places; 195 colored members, 24 on probation; 2 
whites in full connection, 2 on probation ; 200 children under in- 
struction. The Mission prosperous. 

7. Edisto and Jeho%see Mission served the present year by Rev. 
C. Wilson, who reports the Mission in a flourishing condition; 
509 colored members, 207 on probation ; 13 plantations served. 

8. Chnrksion City Mission served the present year by Rev. J. 
W. Kelly. The Mission was discontinued with a recommenda- 
tion to appoint two young men, one in connection with Bethel and 
one with Trinity, to be junior preachers, to assist in the mission- 
ary work. 

9. Savannah River Mission was served the present year by the 
Rev. J. D. W. Crook and Rev. F. Auld, who report 14 plantations 
served; li preaching places ; the Mission in a healthy condition ; 
500 colored members, 58 on probation; 301 children under in- 
struction. 

10. Beaufort Mission served the present year by Rev. J, R. 
Coburn, who reports 19 plantations served; 214 members in full 
connection; 219 children under instruction. Mission not very 
prosperous. 

11. Cooper River Mission was served the present year by the 
Rev. G. W. Moore and Rev. W. Hutson, who report 41 planta- 
tions served ; 916 colored members in full connection, 244 on pro- 
bation ; 550 children under instruction. Mission healthy. 

12. Black River and Pee Dee Mission was served the present 
year bj’ the Rev. A. Ervin and Rev. A. J. Evans, who report 91 
white members, 72 on probation ; 740 colored members, 210 on 
probation ; 523 children under instruction ; 1 Sunday-School for 
the whites, 1 superintendent, 4 teachers and 47 scholars; 20 plan- 
tations served, and 9 preaching places. The condition of the 
Mission is good. 

13. Waccumav) Mission served the present year by Rev. C. 
Betts; whites in full connection, 39; on probation, 2 ; colored in 
full connection, 569 ; on probation, 209; 37 baptised, and 246 
children under instruction; 13 plantations served; 5 preaching, 
places. 

14. Congaree Mission served the present year by Rev. N. 
Talley, who reports white members 151; colored 370, on proba- 
tion 24, and 276 children under instruction. 

15. Santee Mission served the present year by the Rev. J, 
Miller and J. L. McGregor, who report 25 whites in full connec- 
tion, 3 on probation; colored in full connection, 806 ; on probation, 
635; 4 white children baptised, 15 adults and 104 children 
baptised, 406 children under instruction, 1 Sunday-School for

18. Wateree Mission was served the present year by Rev. J. L. 
Shuford and Rev. E. A. Lemmond, who report the Mission as in- 
creasing in interest ; 41 whites in full connection, 14 on probation ; 
114 colored members, 200 on probation; 812 children under in- 
struction. 

19. Walhalla Mission was served the present year by Rev. J. 
H. Zimmerman, who reports 131 white members, 5 on probation, 
12 colored members, 3 Sunday-Schools, 18 teachers, 100 children. 
The Mission has been discontinued and merged in the Pickens 
Circuit. 

20. Rocky River Mission was served the present year by Rev. 
W. S. Haltom, who reports 5 preaching places ; 88 white members, 
17 on probation, 20 colored members, 1 Sunday-School for the 
whites, 1 superintendent, 3 teachers, 22 scholars. The Mission in 
a healthy condition. 

21. Tyger and Enoree Mission was served by Rev. J. Finger, 
who reports 19 plantations served ; 350 children under instruction ; 
12 preaching places ; 309 members, 92 on probation; 15 adults 
and 20 children baptised. This Mission is discontinued. 

22. Columbus Mission was served by Rev. A. R. Bennick, who 
reports 10 appointments among a population of 4000 whites ; 400 
colored, 90 whites in full connection, 12 on probation ; 29 colored 
members, 14 on probation; 2 Sunday-Schools for the whites, 
teachers, 30 scholars. The Mission is in a healthy condition. 

2;1. Graniteville Mission served by Rev. Jno. A. Mood, who re- 
ports 88 white members ; 1 Sunday-School, with suitable books. 
This Mission has been attached to Aiken. 

24. St. James^ Goose Creek Mission was served by Rev. Thos. 
E. Leadbetter, who reports 2 preaching places; 145 members; 
100 children under instruction. 

25. Upper Santee Mission served by Rev D. D. Byars and Rev. 
L. Owens, who report 8 preaching places; 25 plantations served, 
55 white members, 5 on probation, 597 colored members, 170 on 
probation, 350 children under instruction. The Mission has 
never been in a better condition. 

26. Catawba River Mission served by Rev. A. J. Cauthen and 
C. A. Player, who report 40 whites in full connection, 14 on proba-

SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE SUNDAY-SCHOOL 

SOCIETY. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. This Society shall be called “The South Carolina 
Conference Sunday-School Society, Auxiliary to the Sunday- 
School Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South." 

Art. 11. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and Treasurer, and also a Board of 
Managers, consisting of the Presiding Elder and a layman from 
each Presiding Elder’s District within the bounds of the Confer- 
ence. Seven of whom shall form a quorum. 

Art, hi. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all 
meetings of the Society, and in his absence, one of the Vice- 
Presidents, and in the absence of the President and both Vice- 
Presidents, the Society shall elect a President pro tern. 

Art. IV. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record 
of all the proceedings of the Society. 

Art. V. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and 
disburse the funds of the Society as directed by the Board of 
Managers, and report the same at each annual meeting. 

Art. VI. The Board of Managers shall meet annually at the 
seat of the Annual Conference, on the Monday immediately pre- 
ceding the Session, at 9 o’clock, a. m. It shall be the duty of the 
Board to superintend the general interest, deliberate upon, and 
carry out the objects of the Sunday-School cause, by encouraging 
the establishment of Sunday-Schools, raising funds, procuring 
libraries, and devising the best methods of instruction; and, also, 
to make By-Laws for its own government. 

Art. VII. The Officers of this Society shall be elected annually 
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Art. VIII. Any person may become a member of this Society 
by the payment of 50 cents; and the contribution of $10 shall 
constitute membership for life. 

Art. IX. This Constitution shall not be altered but by a vote of 
two-thirds in an annual meeting, present and voting on the occasion. 

Art. X. The Anniversary of the Society shall be held on the 
first Friday evening during the session of the Conference. 

The Board of Managers held their Annual Meeting in the Pres- 
byterian Church, on VVednesday evening, November 30, and, after 
a careful revision of the various interests of the Society, appointed 
a Committee to nominate officers for the ensuing year, and ad- 
journed. . 

The Anniversary exercises of the Society were held in the 
Court-House on Friday evening, December 3d, Rev. W. A. Mc- 
Swaiu, the President, in the chair. T. J. Warren was appointed 
Secretary pro. tern. 

After religious exercises, conducted by George H. Round, the 
Annual Report of the Board of Managers was read as follows : 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL SOCIETY 
OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

In presenting this our first report to the Society, with the 
management of whose affairs we have been entrusted ; the Board 
take occasion to express their devout thanksgiving to Almighty 
God, for the increased interest in, and success of the Sunday- 
School enterprise within the limits of the Conference District. 
This fact will be shown by the statistics embodied in this report, 
and is mainly attributable to the salutary influence exerted by the 
Convention held in the City of Columbia, in May last. It is the 
opinion of well-informed persons that most who had the privilege 
of attending that Convention, returned to their respective fields of 
labor with renewed energy and zeal in the Sunday-School cause. 
And, although the ministry and membership have not realized all 
the success, which so great an interest would justify them in 
anticipating; yet, the signs of the times are encouraging; and 
hope animates them to live and labor for more enlarged usefulness, 
in this deeply interesting department of Christian effort. 

The command, Feed my lambs” has lost none of its force 
through the lapse of ages but stands out as prominently before 
the ministry now, as it did when first proceeding from the lips of 
the Saviour it fell on the ear of the humbled and repenting Apostle, 
Simon. Peter, near the shores of the Lake of Galilee. And truly 
every heaven-baptized minister of the Lord Jesus Christ may ask 
himself solemnly this question: 

Is there a Iamb in all thy flock 
I would disdain to feed? 

This command of the Master is not only imperative, in its appli- 
cation to all Ministers of the Gospel, but extends itself into all the 
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relations of life, and embraces in its ample sweep the good and 
benevolent of every Christian country and clime. “Feed my lambs,” 
comes with a fearful distinctness on the heart and conscience of the 
parent — and binds the father in his wisdom, and the mother in her 
tenderness, to look well to the instruction of the rising household. 
Indeed, Sunday-School instruction is not designed in any way to 
supersede the holier and more efficient training of home influences, 
on the tender and susceptible hearts of the young — only as it may 
afford the means of mental and moral improvement to those chil- 
dren of poverty and misfortune, to whom has been denied the more 
valued care of pious training at home. 

As a Society, we would respectfully urge on the Pastors of this 
Conference the necessity of continued, patient, and affectionate 
interest, in the instruction of the children, whether within or with- 
out the walls of the Sundaj'' School-room. In a very special sense 
of the word, the children are the hope of the Church — and much 
of their future usefulness and stability in the profession of Chris- 
tianity will depend upon the care and labor bestowed upon them 
in early life. “Feed my Lambs” is not only a Divine command, 
buf Sabbath-Schools are quietly assuming the position of a Divine 
Institution. As a nursery of the Church, they already partake of 
the sanctity of the Church — and show the Divine watch-care as 
much in the training of the nurslings as in the matured piety of 
the adult Christian. Where God has placed the seal of His appro- 
bation, let us not withhold the energies of faith and labor. 

It is a gratifying fact, that your Society is enabled to record the 
conversion of children in the various Sabbath-Scliools through- 
out the bounds of the Conference. Doubtless other fruits have 
been gathered, of which we have no record. May we not anticipate 
a rich harvest from this most promising field of labor, when 
ministers and laymen shall heartily unite their energies and 
prayers in this great department of Christian enterprise. 

Let us, then, brethren, strive to hear the words of Jesus con- 
tinually sounding in our ears, Feed my Lambs.** Through the 
kindness of the members of the Conference, we are enabled to 
present to you the following Statistical Table :

BOOK AND tract SOCIETY OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. This Association shall be called and known by the 
name of “ The Book and Tract Society of the South Carolina 
Conference.” 

Art. II. The objects of this Society shall be ; First, The 
establishment, in the City of Charleston, of a Book and Tract 
Depository for said Conference, (in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the late General Conference of our Church,) for the 
supply of the Church and people within the bounds of said Con- 
ference, specially with moral and religious literature; Second, 
The augmentation of the capital of the Publishing House of our 
Church at Nashville ; and. Third, The extension and propagation 
of Sunday-Schools. 

Art. III. The capital of the Society shall be raised by shares 
of $100 each ; one-half of which shall be employed in the busi- 
ness of the Depository in Charleston, and the other half to be paid 
over to the Publishing House at Nashville. Not less than one- 
fourth of each share shall be paid in cash, or a note at six months, 
bearing interest from date, at the time of subscribing, and the re- 
mainder shall be paid in three equal annual instalments from the 
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time of subscribing: a note or notes being taken in each case; 
and each $100 subscribed shall entitle the subscriber to a share in 
the capita! stock of the Society. 

Art. IV. The benefits to shareholders shall be as follows, viz. : 
First, Each shareholder shall, from the time of subscribing, be a 
member of this Society; and his heirs or assigns, owning said 
share, shall enjoy all the privileges and advantages of the original 
shareholder ; Second, When $50 of said share shall have been 
paid, he shall receive a copy of the Genealogical Family Bible, to 
be furnished by the Publishing House at Nashville, free of cost, to 
the Society ; Third, When the whole amount shall have been 
paid, he shall be entitled to receive for each share $5 premium in 
books and tracts of our publication, at retail prices, annually, to 
be applied for within each year. 

Art. V. Any corporate body connected with our Church or its 
institutions, may become a shareholder in this Society; the money 
of such corporation to be employed only in the business of the 
Depository in Charleston. 

Art. VI. There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of 
twelve persons, for the direction of the business of the Society. 
Four members of the South Carolina Conference, and four lay- 
men of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, within its bounds, 
to be elected by this Society, and two members of the Florida 
Conference, and two lay-members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, within its bounds, to be elected by the Florida 
Conference. 

Art. VII. The Board shall have power to purchase from the 
General Book Agent the present stock of merchandise constituting 
the Depository in Charleston, with all property, real or personal, 
belonging thereto, or any part thereof, and proceed to business on 
any part of the capital being subscribed and paid, at their discre- 
tion. 

Art. VIII. The Society shall meet annually, at time and place 
of the meeting of the South Carolina Conference; and shall, be- 
sides the election of the Board of Managers, take into considera- 
tion the state of the Church and country, in regard to the supply 
of moral and religious literature, and the condition and wants of 
Sunday-Schools, and shall report to the Conference, and cooperate 
with the same in regard to these interests. Twenty-five members 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Art. IX. All voting in the Society shall be by shares, when- 
ever demanded by any member, each share entitling its holder to 
one vote. 

Art. X. This Constitution may be altered or amended by the 
vote of the Society at an annual meeting, and the concurrent vote 
of the South Carolina Conference, except the Fifth Article, which 
shall require for its alteration the concurrent vote of each corpora- 
tion holding stock, relative to its own shares. 

The Society held its annual meeting on Friday, December 2d. 




The Report of the Board of Managers showed the affairs of the 
Society prosperous — $1,700 having been realized during the year 
by the Depository, clear of all expenses.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Your Committee are deeply impressed with the importance of 
circulating our books. They believe that our itinerant system 
gives unusual facilities for their distribution ; that our disciplinary 
regulations on this subject, are wholesome and expedient; that 
there is an increased desire for books, on the part of our people ; 
and that, if we do not, others will supply them. Already have 
we been superseded, to a limited, and in some places to a large, 
extent, by foreign agents, who have planted and reaped our fields. 
Self-respect, self-defence, the wants of our people, the policy of 
our Church from the beginning, the cause of humanity and reli- 
gion, all unite and demand it at our hands. Can any Methodist 
preacher be otherwise than derelict in duty, who, satisfied with a 
given number of sermons, however chaste and attractive, leaves 
his people destitute of religious books, to be cursed by the light — 
not to say licentious — literature of the day ? What a noble ex- 
ample have we in our founder, the Rev. John Wesley, whose 
sagacity discerned, and whose indomitable industry provided, for 
this field, so early in the history of Methodism. Our fathers 
proved themselves worthy of such an ancestor; for, with very 
limited means for the transmission of books from one point to an- 
other, they nevertheless provided the people, and who can doubt 
that the proud eminence occupied by our Church at the present 
time, is largely owing to this policy. Your Committee would 
especially urge upon the younger portion of our Conference, the 
importance of at once commencing, and vigorously prosecuting, 
this important part of their duty. 

THE QUARTERLY REVIEW. 

The members of this Committee are highly gratified by the in- 
formation received from Dr. Summers, of the prosperous condition 
of the Quarterly Review, and recommend tbe following resolution: 

Resolved, That an elevated periodical literature is a desidera- 
tum with us ; that the age in which we live, the increasing intel- 
ligence of our membership, and the position of our Church, de- 
mand it at our hands, and that this can be best accomplished by 
the circulation of the Quarterly Review. 
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HOME CIRCLE. 

Your Committee regret to know that the Home Circle, which 
has administered so largely to the entertainment of our families, 
failed, the past year, to meet expenses, and would earnestly solicit 
greater zeal in its circulation. We cannot consent to see so valu- 
able a monthly fail for the want of a few more subscribers, and 
would urge upon the Conference greater effort to extend its circu- 
lation. The purpose of its accomplished editor, is to make it 
highly attractive to the fair ones, for whom it is especially de- I 

signed. And who, with the means afforded, is better qualified 
than Dr. Huston, to accomplish so desirable a purpose ? With a 
clear head, a sanctified heart, a fertile and well-cultivated imagi- 
nation, discriminating judgment, and with the whole Southern 
Church from which to choose contributors, he is certainly quali- 
fied to make the Home Circle just what may be desired, if you will 
only afford him the means. Therefore,

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Education beg leave to present the following 
Report : 

The position which the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
within the bounds of the South Carolina Conference, has assumed 
in supervising the mental and moral training of the children and 
youth of our land, is vindicated by an appeal to the Bible. God 
has made the Church the sole depository of truth — the highest 
form of truth — the discovery and mastery of which is the professed 
object of all education. The Church has, in all ages, been en- 
trusted with the guardianship of this precious interest. It was 
established by God, as his system, from the time of Abraham, 
“who commanded his children and household after him that they 
should keep the way of the Lord to do justice and judgment.” It 
was incorporated in tlae Mosaic dispensation of the Church, when 
the entire tribe of Levi was solemnly set apart to the office of 
teachers. The schools of the prophets and the synagogue schools 
were continued in the subsequent ages of the Jewish common- 
wealth. And when, in the fulness of time, the great Teacher 
came to illumine the world with the true light that came down 
from heaveu, all the previous authority of the Church was re- 
affirmed and enlarged by the great commission given to his apos- 
tles to teach all nations. “ God hath set some in the Church ; 
first, apostles ; secondly, prophets j thirdly, teachers;” and among 
the ascension-gifts of our Divine Lord, were not only “ apostles, 
prophets, evangelists and pastors but “ teachers” also. Accor- 
dingly, in the primitive Church, schools were set up simultaneously 
with the regular administration of the ordinance of the Gospel. 
Emperors and councils decreed, in the Middle Ages, that human 
and divine learning should not be separated, but taught together 
in the schools; and that the Church should have the superintend- 
ence. And when, at the era of the Reformation, she emerged 
from the night of ages, she brought with her, from the slumbering 
guardianship of the monks, the treasury of learning. In the edu- 
cational policy, therefore, which she has adopted, the South Caro- 
lina Conference is moving in the line of march trodden by the 
Church in all ages. Deeply settled upon the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets, she has fixed it in her heart, as her change- 
less purpose, to control the education of the sons and daughters of 
the land, just as God shall give to her the opportunity. She will 
oppose none in their work. She will bid them God-.speed, and 
joyfully behold the cause of Christian education advancing under 
any banner whatsoever. She will only say to those who challenge 
her own right: “We have a work to do which can be done by 
none other than ourselves.” In obedience to the command of her 
Lord, in faithfulness to her children, in compliance with the loud 
and increasing calls of her people, in the purest self-defence, has 
she thrown herself into this stupendous enterprise of Christian 
education. 
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She, therefore, calls upon all within her jurisdiction to watch 
unceasingly the precious interest in all its stages. In all our 
Christian homes, let our Christian mothers give the impress of Di- 
vine truth to the infant mind, after the example of Lois and Eu- 
nice training the infant Timothy. In all our Christian schools, let 
the Bibleie a prominent text-book. In our Christian colleges, let 
sacred and secular learning go hand in hand. As models of beauty, 
or as exercises of mental culture, the language and literature of 
Rome or of Athens ought not to be preferred to that of Jerusalem. 
Let us, then, always connect Jerusalem with Athens — inter- 
twine the ivy of Parnassus around the cedar of Lebanon — weave 
into the wreath of flowerets, plucked from the Vale of the Temple, 
the Rose of Sharon; and remember, at all our festivals, that among 
the hills of Palestine there is a hill of tenderer interest and 
higher hope than either Ida or Olympus. Let us ever plant the 
banner of the cross upon the temple of science, and, as it streams 
in freeness and beauty from our battlements, let our motto be : 

“ Under this sign we conquer.’’ 

In reporting the present condition of the Institutions under the 
patronage of the Conference, the Committee take pleasure in say- 
ing that Wofford College continues in vigorous and successful 
operation. The Sixth Collegiate year opened on the first day of 
October, with seventy-six* Students — a larger number of under- 
graduates than at any previous session of the College. It is the 
purpose of the Trustees and Faculty to secure and maintain the 
very highest standard in scholarship and morals known to our 
American Colleges, and to preserve the integrity of literary de- 
grees at whatever cost of numbers it may occasion. Our young 
men will generally be found frequenting those Colleges where 
they can have the most “ fun,” i.e., least work and largest possi- 
ble indulgence. Attempt to “ work them hard,” or draw the reins 
of discipline tightly in one Institution, and they immediately 
migrate to another, where, as they themselves confess, they hope 
to “ have an easier time.” The amount of menial labor performed 
by the Students of Wofford, and the correctness of their moral 
deportment are shown by the statement, that whilst necessity is 
laid upon them, by the size of the classes, to prepare every lesson, 
more than three-fourths of the whole number, during the current 
session, have not failed in the performance of a single College 
duty involving an attendance on sixteen recitations weekly, two 
prayers daily, and preaching every Sabbath, besides other duties 
imposed by the two Literary Societies. No one has been called 
before the Faculty for any delinquency during the Term — the 
recitation-rooms have been perfectly quiet — the chapel services 
devout, and the entire conduct qf the young men such as to merit, 
in the highest degree, the praise of the several officers of the 
Institution. A gracious revival of religion commenced in the 
College early in November, and progressed in a remarkable man- 
ner, until only about one-fourth of the Students were left out of 
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the communion of the Church; and whilst a majority in all the 
classes are now professing Christians, one of them (Junior) with a 
single exception is composed wholly of communicants. The last 
session of the Annual Conference witnessed the in-gathering of 
the first fruits of the College into the itinerant ministry. At the 
present session she has received into her bo.som four additional 
graduates, to be increased from year to year, it is devoutly hoped, 
by constantly growing numbers. The steady growth of the College 
in public favor, from the beginning, shown by the gradual increase 
of patronage from terra to term, and the signal manifestations of 
Divine favor vouchsafed, in repeated instances, is matter of most 
devout thanksgiving to God, and calls loudly upon the Conference 
and the entire Church, to direct special and earnest attention to 
it — to strengthen its resources — to elevate and enlarge its sphere 
of operations, until the streams of its influence and usefulness are 
seen flowing in deepening and widening channels through the 
whole length and breadth of the land. If it is the duty of the 
Church to educate at all, it is her duty to do this work most 
thoroughly, in conformity with the imperious demands of the 
times; and she may not plead inability to meet the responsibility 
which God has put upon her. If Alabama has already raised a 
half-million of dollars to endow three Colleges in her territory, 
the South Carolina Conference, with -a larger membership, can 
and will place her one College in an independent position, and 
make it a bright star in the galaxy of Southern Methodism. 

The Trustees responding to the calls of Providence, would 
renew, with increased zeal, the proposition to raise a liberal 
endowment for Woflford College, and call confidently upon the 
Conference, the Church at large, and all friends of Christian edu- 
cation, to lend a helping hand, and consecrate to this noble cause 
a liberal share of the ample means with which God has blessed 
them. 

Earnestly entreating the active co-operation of every member of 
the Conference, in any field of labor to which he may be assigned, 
they, at the same time, respectfully ask the appointment, by the 
Conference, of Rev. H. H. Durant, as an agent, to solicit from the 
Church, and the friends of liberal education, an endowment of 
two hundred thousand dollars for Woflford College. 

The Faculty is composed of the following gentlemen: Rev. A. 
M. Shipp, D. D., President and Professor of Moral and Intel- 
lecti^al Science ; David Duncan, A. M., Professor of Ancient 

Languages; , Professor of English Literature; J. H. 

Carlisle, A. M., Professor of Mathematics; W. DuPre, A. M., 
Professor of Chemistry. . 

The Preparatory School, heretofore conducted in the College 
building, was removed by the action of the Trustees in July, last, 
to the Village, and is still continued under the auspices of Richard 
R. King, A. B., who is recommended to the public as a faithful 
and competent instructor. 
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THE COKESBURY INSTITUTE. 

The Committee entertain the opinion that no opposition of in- 
terest exists between Wofford College and this well-known and 
popular High School, but that the success of the one is the success 
of the other; and they take pleasure in stating that they have 
reason to believe that their operations will be harmonious and 
mutually advantageous. It has just completed its twenty-third 
year. Few institutions of the kind can boast of as long a career 
of honor and usefulness. During the past year seventy students 
have been in attendance, of whom twenty have been beneficiaries. 
This last number has been made up of nine on the Hcdloway 
foundation, four sons of traveling preachers, and seven young men 
preparing for the ministry. The year has been one of unusual 
quiet and prosperity; in freedom from disturbance of any kind, 
and in the amount of study secured, it compares well with the 
best of the past years of the school. It is worthy of honorable 
mention, that forty-seven effective ministers of South Carolina 
Conference have received their literary education in this institu- 
tion. The Conference cannot overlook the interest they have in 
this seat of learning, nor relax their efforts to increase its patron- 
age. Few High Schools have as many strong claims on the public 
favor. Its location in a beautiful and healthy village, its freedom 
from surrounding temptations to vice, its readiness of access, its 
numerous and widely scattered alumni, and the long period of its 
existence, dignified and rendered venerable by many noble me- 
mories, are favoring circumstances of a high order that very rarely 
concur for the prosperity of a single school. The following gen- 
tlemen compose its Academic Faculty : R. W. Boyd, A. M., 
Rector and First Teacher; Rev. J. W. Wightman, A. M., Second 
Teacher; Rev. S. A. Weber, A. B., Third Teacher. 

SPARTANBURG FEMALE COLLEGE. 

As a nursery of learning and religion, Spartanburg Female 
College has strong claims upon the affections, prayers and support 
of the Conference and the Church. During the present scholas- 
tic year, the Institution has received, in a signal manner, the divine 
approbation and blessing. The fidelity and efficiency of its guar- 
dians and officers, have been honored of God in a gracious revival 
of religion among the pupils. Many have been converted, and 
all, with one or two exceptions, have become members of the 
Church. 

In imparting a thorough and religious education, the Institu- 
tion has already accomplished much, and if liberally sustained 
will, in an increased ratio, continue to do much, for the glory of 
God and the moral and intellectual improvement of our youth. 
The number of pupils in attendance is seventy-five, and from 
the report of the. agent and information otherwise received, it is 
believed that the number will exceed one hundred by the 1st of 
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January. Bro. Durant has made satisfactory progress in the duties 
of his agency and reports most encouragingly of the future pros- 
pects of the Institution. 

The College is thoroughly organized in all its departments; 
the pupils are contented and happy; the officers are united in 
sentiment and action ; and, with the hearty co-operation of the 
Conference and the blessing of God, its friends do not even dream 
of failure; but, with the one desire to do good, to advance the 
interests of Christ’s kingdom, and to bless the home circles of 
their fathers and brethren, with pious and educated daughters, 
they confidently anticipate a prosperous and successful future. 

The following constitute the Faculty, viz : Wm. K. Blake, A. M., 
President; Charles Petty, A. B., Resident Professor; Richard 
Schmidt, Esq., Professor of Music ; Mrs. E. L. Blake, A^^sistant 
Music Teacher; Mrs. Julia Petty, Assistant in Literary Depart- 
ment ; Miss Martha McGlathery, French, Drawing and Painting ; 
Mrs. E. G. Baker, Preparatory Department. 

Carolina Female College. — This Institution had an average 
attendance of fifty-six pupils for the collegiate year of 1858-9, but 
in consequence of the embarrassment of its financial interests, the 
Trustees determined to suspend the exercises indefinitely, and so 
announced to the public. They now offer to sell the entire pro- 
perly of the College to the South Carolina Conference for $15,000, 
the amount of their indebtedness. If the purchase be not 
made, they ask for the services of an active and efficient agent in 
behalf of its interests, and respectfully request the re-appointment 
by the Conference of Rev. T. R. Walsh to the Presidency of the 
College. 

The Davenport Female College. — This Institution, located 
at Lenoir, Caldwell County, North Carolina, continues in succese- 
ful operation under the efficient management of the Trustees and 
the faithful labors of its accomplished President, Rev. H. M. 
Mood. The students in the preparatory and collegiate depart- 
ment, at this time, number seventy. The Institution is extending 
the circle of its influence, and enjoys a good prospect of receiving 
a liberal share of patronage. Not a single case of serious illness 
has occurred, and there is generally a striking improvement in 
the health of those who become inmates of the College. A gra- 
cious revival of religion was experienced during the current year, 
in which almost every student received a knowledge of the pardon 
of sin. The President, Rev. H. M. Mood, continues to merit the 
highest approbation of the Trustees, and they respectfully ask 
that he may be continued in his present position. The present 
indebtedness of the College is $600. The Trustees announce the 
death of their venerable friend and patron. Col. William Daven- 
port. The College enlisted his active benevolence, and will 
prove a noble monument to his memory. He needs no eulogy. 
The Faculty is as follows : H. M. Mood, A. M., President and 
Professor of Mental Sciences and English Literature; H. A. Bass, 
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A. M., Professor of Mathematics and Ancient Languages; Mrs. 
L. A. Mood, Superintendent of Domestic Duties; Miss E. Ran- 
kin, Instructress in Music; Miss S. T. Rankin, Instructress in 
Ornamental Branches ; Mrs. A. Wilbur, Instructress in English 
Branches ; A. A. Scroggs, M. D., Lecturer on Physiology and 
Hygiene. 

Columbia Female College. — The exercises in this Institution 
commenced on the first Wednesday in October last, under the 
most flattering auspices; and from that time to the present, 
the number of pupils has been steadily increasing, so that at pre- 
sent it numbers one hundred and thirty-two, of whom sixty-eight 
are boarding and sixty-four day-scholars. The Trustees at this 
time own property, real and personal, w’hich cost them, in round 
numbers, forty-eight thousand dollars ($48,000). The entire 
amount which has been subscribed to the College, from the begin- 
ning to the present time, inclusive of purchases of scholarships, is 
forty-seven thousand one hundred and thirty-five dollars ($47,135). 
Of this, $29,829 have been collected; leaving of uncollected sub- 
scriptions, $17,306, of which, $14,406 are considered available; 
leaving the present indebtedness of the College, $3,765. If the 
College continues to prosper, the Trustees hope to be able, each 
year, with the moneys received from board and tuition, to pay all 
the current expenses of the Institution, and perhaps have, at the 
end of each year, a small surplus. To enable them to meet their 
indebtedness, and to erect other buildings, the Board desire the 
services of an efficient and energetic agent; and as they have 
found Rev. Wm. Martin, their present agent, to be such, they re- 
spectfully but earnestly entreat the Conference to re-appoint him 
to the office he now fills with so much credit to himself and ad- 
vantage to them. The Faculty of the College consists of the fol- 
lowing Professors and Teachers, viz: Rev. W”. Smith, D. D., 
President ; Rev. T. E. Wannamaker, A. M., Resident Profes- 
sor; E. D’Ovilliers, Professor French, of Painting and Drawing; 
W. H. Orchard and John Mayer, Professors of Music; Miss M. 
A. Dibble, Instructress Literary Department; Miss M. C. Pelot, 
ditto; J. B. Black, Steward; Mrs. E. A. Black, Matron. 

In conclusion, the Committee beg leave to present for adoption 
the following resolutions, viz.‘: 

Resolved^ 1st. That the South Carolina Conference, impressed 
with the liveliest sense of the importance of Christian education 
under the guardianship of the Church, as involving the most pre- 
cious interests of our country, of Methodism, and of a common 
Christianity, hails, with gratitude to God, the present successful 
condition of most of the Institutions of learning under its patron- 
age, and cordially commends them to the enlarged liberality of the 
friends and members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
within its bounds. 

Resolved, 2d. That the Presiding Bishop be, and he hereby is 
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respectfully requested to re appoint those members of Conference 
who hold places in the several Faculties. 

All which is respectfully submitted. 

INCORPORATE CONFERENCE. 

The Incorporate Conference held its Annual Mee'ting on Friday, 
December 2d, at 12 o’clock noon, W. Smith, 1st Vice-President, 
in the chair. 

The following, being eligible to membership, were elected mem- 
bers of the Corporation : H. D. Moore, W. W. Graham, Augus- 
tine W. Walker, W. C. Power, A. N. Wells, A. R. Bennick, J. 
W. Abernathy, V. A. Sharpe. 

The Treasurer presented his Annual Report, with the accom- 
panying vouchers, which was accepted. 

The Report of the Board of Managers was read and adopted. 

The Conference then proceeded to the annual election of Offi- 
cers, which resulted as follows:

JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 

FINANCIAL PLAN. 

1. It shall be the duty of the Board, after ascertaining the whole 
amount of claim against them, annually to apportion the same to 
the several circuits and stations in the Conference district, and 
each preacher having charge of a circuit or station, shall furnish 
his successor with the amount apportioned to his charge. 

2. Each preacher shall make all necessary effort to collect the 
money apportioned to his charge, by the Board. 

3. The preacher in charge of each circuit, shall (at the close of 
the Conference year) fix the first appointment for his successor, 
at the church nearest the parsonage, or place of boarding; and 
shall allow him thereafter, at least one week, to arrange for the 
year; during which time (the day to be fixed the preceding year 
by the preacher and stewards) the stewards shall hold the first 
meeting at the parsonage or^place of boarding, at which it shall 
be the duty of each steward to attend. 

4. Each Board of Stewards respectively, shall ascertain the 
whole claim against the circuit for the current year, both for quar- 
terage and traveling expenses, as definitely as possible; and they 
shall then make an estimate of the family expenses of the preacher 
or preachers, of the circuit, including servants’ hire and house 
rent, (if a house is to be rented,) and the entire claim against the 
circuit for the current year, shall be apportioned to the several 
congregations composing the circuit, forthwith; each congrega- 
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tion to be notified immediately of the amount it is expected to 
collect. 

5. The stewards shall divide the congregations composing the 
circuit among themselves, and shall make all necessary efforts to 
collect the amounts apportioned to them. 

6. It shall be the duty of the stewards to open subscription 
books in each congregation, to meet the current claim; and they 
shall also cause public collections to be taken up, if they deem it 
necessary, for the same purpose. 

7. The stewards shall settle with the preachers quarterly, and to 
this end the subscriptions shall be taken in quarterly instalments. 

8. The Conference collections for the support of our superan- 
nuated preachers, widows, and orphans of preachers, and to meet 
the claims of preachers deficient in quarterage, shall be taken up 
in each congregation, as early in the year as practicable. 

9. The Board of District Stewards shall be a Standing Board 
for four years; provided^ nevertheless, that should any vacancy oc- 
cur in the Board, such vacancy shall be supplied by the Q,uarterly 
Conference ; and each district steward shall be charged with col- 
lecting the amount apportioned for the Presiding Elder, to the 
circuit or station where he resides. 

10. 'J'he Board of District Stewards shall be charged with the 
work of supplying the district parsonage with suitable furniture, 
and shall be authorized to take up collections for this object, in 
their respective charges. ■ 

11. Each member of the Joint Board, and more especially the 
Chairman thereof, shall feel it his duty to be active in endeavor- 
ing to improve the financial condition of the Church, by correspon- 
dence with the stewards of the several charges, by public ad- 
dresses to the Church, at suitable times, or in any other way he 
may deem best. 

12. The Circuit Stewards shall make arrangements early in the 
year, if they deem it necessary, to receive from the congregations 
assigned to them, such provisions as they may be able to give, for 
the support of the preacher’s family, which shall be delivered at 
the parsonage, at market prices, and shall be placed to the credit 
of the church sending it, as family expenses. 

13. The Board of Stewards, on their respective charges, are re- 
quested to co-operate with the ministers laboring among them, in 
securing the amount the charge has been requested to collect as 
Conference collection, by private applications to our wealthier 
members, and, if necessary, by public collections in their respec- 
tive congregations. 

14. The respective Boards of Stewards shall have authority to 
retain any surplus Conference collections, to meet the deficiencies, 
if any, in the current expenses in the charge where it is collected. 

15. The missionaries are requested to solicit donations for the 
benefit of the superannuated preachers, widows, and orphans of 
preachers, together with deficient effective preachers of the Confer- 
ence, from the w’hite membership of the church under their care. 
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16. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a Standing Commit- 
tee to ascertain the names of claimants, and the amount of claim 
each has upon the funds managed by the Board, which informa- 
tion shall he placed in the hands of some member of the Board, 
during the first or second day of the session of the Conference, 
annually. 

17. Whenever an effective claimant receives on his work an 
amount equal to his quarterage, he shall have no claim on the 
funds of this Board. 

18. We recommend all our circuits and stations to publish, from 
year to year, in one or more of the papers published in the dis- 
trict or county, the names of the stewards of eich circuit and sta- 
tion for the current year.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. This Association shall be denominated ^‘The His" 
torical Society of the South Carolina Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South.” 

Art. II. The object of this Society shall be to collect and pre- 
serve information in connection with the rise and progress of 
Methodism within the bounds of the South Carolina Annual Con- 
ference and elsewhere ; likewise objects of curiosity and interest 
in the form of manuscripts, books, pamphlets, medals, portraits, 
etc., etc., and anything that may shed light upon this interesting 
subject. • 

Art. III. The property of this Association shall be deposited at 
Wofford College, and each article numbered and labelled legibly 
with the name of the Association, the name of the donor, and date 
at which it was presented ; the number, etc., to correspond with a 
like entry upon a register kept for that purpose. 

Art. IV. All the property of the Association shall be open to 
the inspection of the members of the Society and others, under 
such restrictions and regulations as may be adopted by the Board 
of Curators ; and in no case shall any article of any kind be re- 
moved from the Museum or Depository; which Depository shall 




contain, under the same restrictions and regulations, for the benefit 
of the members, a Library, as rapidly formed as circumstances 
may admit. 

Art. V. The interests of the Society shall be under the super- 
vision of a President, three Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, a 
Recording and Corresponding Secretary, three Curators, and a 
Board of nine Managers ; the said officers to be elected annually 
and continue in office until their successors be appointed. 

Art. VI. The Officers and Managers shall meet annually at the 
seat of the Conference session. Five shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business — the Curators being ex offido 
members of the Board. The Society shall meet annually during 
the Conference session, for the purpose of hearing a lecture, electing 
officers, and attending to any other necessary business. The times 
and places of the meeting of the Board and Society shall be made 
known by the President of the Association. 

Art. VII. An initiation fee of Fifty Cents, and an annual con- 
tribution of Fifty Cents, shall constitute a member for one year; 
Ten Dollars, a life member; and donations of value shall constitute 
the donor an honorary member. 

Art. VIII. The Board of Managers shall have charge of the 
interests of the Society; and the Curators, during the intervals of 
the meeting of said Board ; the remaining officers shall perform 
the duties usually appertaining to such officers. 

Art IX. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
annual meeting of the Society by a vote of twm-thirds of the 
members present, provided such alterations have been previously 
approved by the Board of Managers. 

The Historical Society held its annual meeting at the Court- 
House on Monday, December 5th, 1859 ; W. A. Gamewell, 
the President, in the Chair. The report of the Treasurer was read, 
showing the state of the funds of the Society, which was accepted. 
A manuscript journal of proceedings in the Methodist Church, 
Charleston, signed B. K. (Bennett Kendrick), was presented to the 
Society through W. Crook, from Dr. C. F. Deems, of North Carolina 
Conference, for which the thanks of the Society were returned. 
Simpson Bobo, one of the Curators, announced that the Trustees 
of Wofford College had put at their disposal a commodious room in 
the College building, for the Museum of the S(iciety, and it was 
now open for contributions. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Bros. Talley and Derrick, for 
the interesting historical reminiscences contributed to the Advocate 
the past year, in accordance with the request of the Society. Dr. 
Shipp stated that he was yet engaged in gathering and arranging 
historical papers in connexion with the History of Methodism in 
the bounds of the Conference, and the Presiding Elders were 
appointed a Committee to assist him in collecting all proper infor- 
mation, to be forwarded to him some time previous to 1st July, 1860. 

On motion of Dr. E. H. Myers, it was determined to request 
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historical contributions from Dr. L. Pierce, Wm. Arnold, and W. 
J. Parks, and Allen Turner, of the Georgia Conference. 

The thanks of the Society were voted to R. W. Burgess, for a 
valuable contribution of books. 

The Society then proceeded to the election of Officers, which 
resulted as follows: W. A. Gamewell, President; N. Talley, 1st 
Vice-President; A. M. Shipp, 2d Vice-President ; Robert J. Boyd, 
3d Vice-President ; P. A. M. Williams, Recording Secretary ; F.

Resolved, That this Conference acknowledge with profound 
thanksgiving the hand of Almighty God in thrusting into the vine- 
yard, during the present year, so large a number of young and 
efficient ministers. And that the following resolution adopted at 
the last session is re-affirmed, viz. : 

Resolved, That the Presiding Elders be requested to preach, at 
one of their quarterly meetings, on each circuit or station, on the 
claims of the Church upon the services of the young men, and 
their duty to enter the ministry. 

Resolved, That this Conference has heard with deep interest the 
proposition now submitted to all Christians in the world to unite 
in holding religious meetings during the second week in January, 
1860, for the outpouring of the Spirit upon the whole earth. 

Resolved, That we earnestly recommend to the members of this 
Conference the propriety of preaching on the second Sabbath in 
January, 1860, on the subject of the universal religious movement 
now so agitating the nations of the globe, and as far as possible 
hold in their several charges prayer-meetings, or other religious 
exercises, daily, during that week. 

Resolved, That we recommend the third Sabbath of January 
next be observed as a day of thanksgiving to Almighty God, for the 
unparalleled revival influence now abroad in the world. 

DR. WIGHTMAN. 

Resolved, That this Conference deeply feels the loss it has sus- 
tained by the transfer of the Rev. W. M. Wightman, D.D., LL.D., 
to another field of our common Zion; that we hold in high appre- 
ciation his long, laborious and successful services as a member of 
this body ; and that we hereby tender him, and his estimable 
family, our kindest and most cordial regards, as well as our fervent 
prayers for the blessing of God upon them in all their new rela- 
tions. 

EDUCATION. 

Resolved, That we request the Presiding Elders of the Confe- 
rence to preach, as convenient circumstances may offer, on the 
advantages of a liberal education, and its influence on the charac- 
ter and mission of the Church. 

Resolved, That we request the Presiding Elders to submit a 
statement to each of their Cluarterly Conferences of the character 
and the claims of our literary institutions on the liberality and 
sympathy of our people. 
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Hesolved, That we will encourage the agents appointed by 
Bishop of this Conference by cooperating with them, and com- 
mending them to the people of our Church and community. 

INSTRUCTION OF THE COLORED PEOPLE. 

Resolved^ That we recommend to all our people, and to our 
preachers, especially those who are stationed in towns and cities, 
that they appropriate Sunday afternoon, as far as practicable, to 
the religious instruction of the colored people. 

NEW CHURCH-BUILDING IN GREENVILLE. 

Whereas, a church-building in this town is obviously needed, 
and also desired by our own brethren as well as by the commu- 
nity generally, therefore, 

Resolved, That, as a Conference, we heartily commend the 
efforts of our brethren and friends to the attention and sympathis- 
ing cooperation of the public and our people, especially through- 
out our bounds. 

CHURCH IN CHARLOTTE. 

Resolved, That deeply sympathising with the friends and mern- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in Charlotte, in 
their new church enterprise, each member of this Conference will, 
during the next Conference year, exert himself to raise a hand- 
some contribution, and forward it to the preacher who may be 
stationed in Charlotte, to assist in a speedy completion of the 
building. 

RESOLUTIONS OF THANKS. 

Resolved, That our grateful acknowledgments be and hereby 
are tendered to the citizens of Greenville and its vicinity, for the 
kindness and elegant hospitality extended to us during our very 
agreeable sojourn among them. 

Resolved, That we hereby present our thanks to the Commis- 
sioners of Public Buildings for the use of the Court-House for our- 
daily sessions. 

Resolved, That we heartily reciprocate the Christian love and fra- 
ternal feelings evinced by the Baptist and Presbyterian Churches 
of this town, in their invitation to our ministry to occupy their 
pulpits. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Conference are hereby ten- 
dered to the editors and proprietors of the Patriot and Mountaineer 
and Greenville Enterprise, for their generous liberality in print- 
ing matters pertaining to its interest.
